Kuibyshev Metaliureical Works, Irkutek

This works is controlled by the Chief Administration of Yetallurpical
Machine Construetion {Glavnoe Upravlenie Yetallurgicheskoge Mashinos -
troeniya or GUMMASH) under the Ministry of Heavy Industry of ‘the

USSR. It is a large metallurgical and engineering works s which was
greatly expanded during the war and is ztiil expanding. The works is
corposed of a metallurgical section and an enginesring seetion (otdel).
Tne metallurgical section comprises:

a. 4 steel production shop with lartin furnaces Nos. 1 and 2 and
an electric lurnace for the production of steel from pig iron
received from other works under the lMinistry of Ferrous
Metallurgy.

b. A rolling shop with one mill for section steel rolling.

¢. A foundry, subdivided into sections for iron castines, gteel
castings, and non-ferrous metal castings,

Production of metallui:-x{ical sagctions

2. The steel production shop smelts 80 - 90 tons of stesl daily.
O this quantity, the electric furnace produces only about 2 to
5 tons of hich quality steel. The rest of the production is
divided about evenly between the two Martin furnaces. This
shop is, however, working rather irregularly and the aatput of
steel varies from 1,000 to 1,500 tons per month.

b. The rolling shop also works irregularly and has an output of
about 1,000 tons per month.

¢. Ihe foundry produces 300-600 tons of various castings per
month. The quantity depends on the nurher of orders, the type
of custings, and factors such as the supply of patterns, sand,
and graphite. Approximately equal amounts of iron and of steel
castings are produced per nonth, but the quantity of non-ferrous
metal castines produced is only 2 to 4 tons por month.

Rew materisls for metallureical section:

Recust iron (peredelnyl chugun) used in steel smelting and foundry
pig iron (liteinyi chugun) for iron castings are received from
various works under the Ministry of Ferrous letallurey. Foundry
pig iron is mainly received from the Nove Tagil Metallurglcal Yiorks .
Chelyabinsk Mstallurgical Combine, and Stare Utkin Metalinrgmical
Yorks. Plg iron for refinming in the Martin furnaces is prineipally
obtained from the Chelyabinsk Metallurgical Combine. All kinds of
ferrcus alioys (ferrc-mangansse, 12% Terro-silicon, 45% ferro-

‘silicon, silico-calcium) are scni from the Chelvabinsk Ferrowilloy

Works. Shortapes of fire-reristant materials for the furnaces -
particularly dolomite and magnesite powder, are frequent. HMagnesite
powder comes from the Satkinski Fireproof Materials Factory. Chamod,
dinss, and magnesite bricks are received more rerularly.  Sometimes
the opcration of the furnaces is delaved because of such shortages.

¥agout (black mineral oil, oil residue) used for fuel comes from
Cheremkhov Vorks No, 4 and also from the Tashkent area. The total
monthly quantity of mazout received is about 500 %ons (given under
reserve),
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Production of enrineerins section:

| e enpineering section produces principally
machinery and spasre parts for metallurgical works under the
Minmistry of Ferrous Hetallurgy and under the Ministry of Non-
Ferrous Metallurgy. MNumerous orders have been received for
parts of blast furnace equipment., For example, orders were
being completed in December 1947 for equipment of “lagt furnaces
in the Stalinsk Metallurgical "orks and Novo-Tulskl Metallurpical
Works. the production of
steel balls (stalusi shar) of 100-125 mm. diameter for metal-
lurgical works in Central isia. The works also produces machinery
for the mines, drums for elevators, 1ifts, sieves, scoops for
metallurgical works, electric vinches, cranes, and parts for
electric power stations. The works has a large and well-equipped
shop which produces consumer goods, including 700 - 800 iron
bedsteads, stoves, and several tens of tons of stove castings
per month, Yorkmen have priority in the purchase of roods from
the consumer goods shop. The works also fills local requirements.,
For instance, there are always several orders on hand for the
Angara Shipping Line, and orders are filled for Mreraft Factory

There were long talks about fireproof materials and the supply of
3awn timber for the pattern shop. This shop had waited for a

whole month for the arrival of 400 cu. meters of sawm timber, and
thls delay had held up work in the foundry and the completion of

many orders. Iurthermore, the livinc conditions of the viorkmen, vhich
are wsatisfactory, supplies for the workmen, and their welfare would
have to be improved, hese con-
ditions will not all be fulfilled in the near future.
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
